enormously valuable and now vested in a still 

greater monopoly, the so-called gas. trust. 
Shcridan’s disappearance is understood to be 
the ontcome of a work began several months 
ago, when the Citizen’s association employed 
a number of lawyers and detectives to search 
for definite evidence against the conncil ring, 
that had so long and-so brazenly used official 
position for private benefits. A great mass of 
evidence has been_collected, and one of. the 
first witnesses to be called before the grand 
jury was Sheridan. He has not been seen 
since Wednesday, and report has it that he is 
secreted by the authorities to be produced 
when wanted as an informer. Sherilan 
was instructed with many delicate mis- 
sions and knew almost as much 
as his employer, Tripp, about the deals and 
schemes by which the eleetrie company could 
monopolize. Tripp is now in England en- 
deavoring to float among British capitalists a 
gigantic land and mining scheme from Ari- 
zona. When Tripp left on this mission, Sher- 
idan lost his position, and ‘being improvident, 
somewhat dissipated and talkative, when in 
liquor, has easily fajlen into the hands of the 
Citizen association emissaries. Among other 
things, Sheridan gave. the startling 
information that $20,000 of the stock of 
the company was distributed to members of 
the city council tosecure the passage of one 
franchise. There is a bare eepovens that 
Sheridan is not in custody, but has escaped the 
coummry.

INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 
What Has Been Done in Southern Rivers 
Harbors. ya 


Wasnineron, August 19—Captain A. b. 
Hoxie, of the engineers, has eaten ited his an- 
nual reportupon river and harbor improve- 
ments under his charge in the southeasterfi 
states. Of the improvements at Pensacola 
harbor, Fla., he says that 80,000 cubic yards of 
dredging remains to be done tocomple the ehan- 
nel across to the inner bar. Ex up 
to the present time, $203,187, has resulted, as 
to the channel, in obtaining a 
depth of twenty-four feet at low water over 
the inner bar with a width of 120 feet. The 
channel must be dredged continuotsly at an 
annual cost not yet 

The shore protection works are perishable 
and must be promptly strengthened or they 
will be destroyed with a resu ae oe of every 
advan hitherto ed. ing to the 
pang nore nes Nar B rey Sg no funds 

ave been a a 3 nt year 
for dredging, and work upon neue wan ion 
must be suspended with ug tong serious im- 
jury to the work. Onthe first July $11,400 
was available and $4,000 estimated as neces- 
gary to complete the work. Chatta- 
hoochee river in Georgia and Alabama, the 
funds remaining, ($16,500) can be profitably 
expended in continuing the excavat u 
Reck reefs between Eufaula and Columbus 
and in the removal of snags. About $40,000 
ean be expended during t year upon this 
work, with am increase of plans. Qn Flint 
river, Georgia, the balance on hand ($12,400) 


' can be expended in cutting through Rock 


shoals below Albany and removing channel 
obstructions, and with an increase of plans, 
$40,000 can be profitably expended during the 


year. 

Work on the Escambia and Conecuh rivers, 
Florida and Alabama, during the year past 
consisted principally in the removal of snags 
andlogs. This work will be continued dur- 
ing the present year with the funds on hand— 
(=9,800,) and an appropriation of $°0,000 is 
asked for the next fiscal year. On the Ala- 
bama river, work was confined to the removal 
of snags and other obstructions from the chan- 
nel. $10,000 remains available for the present 
year, and $40,000 is asked for the next fiscal 
year. No work was done on the Cahawha 
river, Alabama, for the reason that owners of 
bridges refused to remove obstructions; and 
legisiation is recommended to compel! them to 
doso. The removalof snagsand rocks and 
the construction of jetties were the only work 
done on the Tallapoosa river, Alabama. About 
$5,400 remains on hand and $15,000 is asked 
for the next fiscal year. Three parties were 
employed on the Choctawahchee, Florida and 
Alabama, in removing obstructions, and the 
balance on hand, ($5,200,) will be used to con- 
tinue the work. An appropriation of $30,000 
is requested for the next fiscal year. 

Considerabie work was done on the Coosa 
river, in Georgia and Alabama, in the con- 
struction of locks and dams, and the available 
balance, $24,000, will be expended continuing 
the improvement between Rome and Selma. 
For the next fiseal year $97,000 isasked- No 
work was done on the Ocmulgee river. It was 
proposed to expend the funds on hand in the 
construction of a plant and the removal of ob- 
structions. Estimates for the next fiscal year 
is $25,000. No further improyements are rec- 
ommended on the Cocsawatee river, Georgia, 
until the Rome and Decatur railroad bridge is 
changed so as not to continue an obstruction in 
the stream. On the Oconee river little-work 
was done, owing to a lackof plant. At the 
beginning of the fiscal year $7,700 was 
available, and $7,500 is asked for the next 
fiscal year. At Apalachicola bay, Florida, 
work was commenced and is now 
in progressaupor? Apalachicola bar. Owing to 
insufficient appropriation, it has been found 
impossible to finish the cut through the chan- 
nel to maintain itself. Itis urgently recom- 
mended that the whole amount necessary to 
complete this improvement ($56,500) be pro- 
vided in the appropriation on the Apalachicola 
river. A steam snag boat was employed for 
two months inremoving snags. Two thousand 
dollars is asked for to continue the work. No 
work was done on LaGrange Bayou, Florida, 
and an appropriation of $5,000 is requested to 
be expended on widening the channel and re- 
moving obstructions.

Montreal. 


THIRTEEN PERSONS LOSE THEIR LIVES. | 


Excitement on Deck Durlug the Fire—How 
° Incidents of the Catastrophe.

Lonpon, Angust 19.—The Inman line steam- 


er, City of Montreal, has been déstroyed by fire 
atsea. The passengers were saved. The City 
of Montreal left New York on August 6th for 
Liverpool, commanded by Captain Land. The 
news of the burning of the steamer,was learn- 
ed upon arrival, at Queenstown this morning, 
of the British steamer York City, which lett 
Baltimore, August 4th for‘london. This 
Steamer rescued the passengers and crew from 
the burning “vessel and brought them to 
Queenstown. = 
THIRTEEN PERSONS PERISHED. , 

The destruction of th@ steamer occurred om 
the lith inst, five days after she left New 
York. A boat containing six passengers and 


‘seven members of the créw is missing. The 


oceupants of the boat are the thirteen persons 
reported as perished. Slie had 420 passengers 
on board. 

The passengers and crew of.the city of Mon- 
treal were taken off the steather York City by 
the tug Mount Etna and landed at Queens- 
town. All were accounted for except the 13 
persons in the missing boat. - It is learned that 
shortly after the ers. had gone te bed, 
on the night of the 10th, the ship being in lati- 
tude 43 north, at the time, they were aroused 
by an alarm of fire. 

A SCENE OF CONSTERNATION 

ensued, and the passengers were greatly terri- 
fied when they found ont the-true state of af- 
fairs. The smoke caused by the fre was suffo- 
cating. The passengers aud got on 
deck as quickly as possible. The fire criginat- 
ed in cotton storedin the after ‘niain hold. 
Nine streams of water were soon working on 
the flames, and the course vessel was shaped 
toward Newfoundland, 400 miles distant, 

The flames spread with great . rapidity, and 
soon had burst with terrific force through the 
mitway and after hatches, the heat being in- 
tense. It becoming evident that it was im- 
possible to save the ship, a momentary panic 
ensued. 

New Yor, August 19.—Officials of the In- 
man line have no direet advices about the 
City of Montreal. She left this city on the 6th 
instant and was four duys overdue from Liv- 
erpool. Considerable anxiety was felt about 
her, and she had no first cabin passengers, but 
carried 223 intermediate and 115 steerage pas- 
sengers and had a crew of 50 men. 


THE CAPTAIN'S STATEMENT. 

QuRENSTOWN, August 19.—Captain Land, 
commander of the City of Montreal makes the 
following report: 

“On the tenth instant, the wind was north 
to northwesterly. About nine o’clock of the 
evening of that day, fire was discovered in the 
after hatch among the cotion. Fire hose was 
at onee connected and streains»of water were 
poured down wpon the flames. ~ Anihilators 
and grenade fire ishers were freely 
used. The fire, howévér, overcaine all éfforts 
to suppress it ahd spread over the upper and 
lower decks. The ship was doomed from the 
beginning of the fire,and the boats had been 
actively prepared and provisioned. :

A barque was then reported approaching, and 
when all the boats had put their people aboard 
her, they returned and took off those remain- 
ing on the burning steamer.

Chamtentetht Gussie: tata the Conserva_ 
tive Party—The English Liberals 
Joining the Irish League.

Judge Speer’s Decision Affect- 
ing Companies in the South. 


FULL TEXT OF AN ABLE FINDING. 


The Sherwood-Rountree Case in all its 
Phases—A Paper of Peeuliar Interest 
to Every Business Man. 


The decision recently delivered by Judge 
Emory Speer affecting, the loan companies now 
doing business in the south, is of such vital in- 
terest to the pablic that our readers desire to 


see the full text. The following is the decision :-

The plaintiff bronght suit to recover the face value 
of the following promissory note:

On the let day of December, 188, I promise to pay 
to J. K. O. Sherwood, or order, at the office of the 
Corbin Banking company, New York city, twenty- 
five hundred dollars, with interest from this date at 
the rate of 8 per cent per annum, oy rg annually, 
as per five interest notes ereto attached, 
value received, and 1 hereby waive and renounce 
my right to the Leuetit of the exemption prov dod 
for by the constitution and laws of Georgia in all 
property [now have or may hereafter acquire, as 
egainst the payment of this note and the interest 
notes hereto attached. Should any of said interest 
not be paid when due, it shall bear interest at the 
rate of eight per cent per annum from maturity, as 
stipulated in said interest notes, and upon failure 
to pay any of said interest within thirty days after

The remaining coupons are in the same form as 
that here printed, but are for different amounts and 
are of different dates. Among other pleas the de- 
fendant presents the plea of usury. She avers tbat 
Duncan «& Miller, attorneys at law, were the azents 
of the plaintiff, and that they. withheld the sum of 
8500 at the time the loan was necotiated, this being 
20 per ent of the face value of the note; and while 
she executed the note for $2.50, in truth. her hus 
band, for whom the money was borrowed, did not 
receive this amount, but the balance, after deducting 
20 per. cent as above stated, was appropriated to pay 
her husband’s debts, and she berself did not receive 
a dollar of the fund. The case was tried before a 
jury and a verdict was rendered for the plaintiff, the 
jury deducting from the plaintiff's demand all the 
excess of the interest over and above 8 }er cent, 
whieh is the regular interest rate in Georgia, with 
iQ percent attorney's fees. The plaintiff is dissatis- 
fied with the verdict, and has made a motion for a 
new trial and insists that certain instructions to the 
jury relative tothe plea of usury were erroncous. 
There are other grounds of the moticn, but the court 
has no doubt or difficulty as to them and they are 
overruled.

“You now understand the law, gentlemen, and I 
call vour attention to the evidence of the witnesses, 
both fer plaintiff and defendant, relating to this 
sub ect. 

“Mr. Rountree, the husband of the defendant, 
testified that Duncan & Miller, who were the agents 
with whom the contract of loan was made, retained 
$00 as commission, and that this was twenty per 
cent of the amount borrowed. Mr. Duncan, one of 
the attorneys for the plaintiff, testifies that he, with 
his partner, were the agents of the Corbin Banking 
company, from whom the money was directly re- 
ceived: that he don’t know the plaintiff, Sherwood, 
atall. That Sherwood, he didn’t think, had made 
more than tenor twelve loans of this character in 
Houston county. That most of the loans be and his 
firm had made went to the American Freehold 
Mortgage company. He did not know how many, 
but thought the loans went to eight or ten different 
parties, He was questioned further, and I will now 
read his evidence as reported by the stenographer.

A. I don’t know what the connection is between 
the Corbin Banking company and Sherwood, but 
occasionally Sherwood’s name ay ears as the lender 
and some times the American Mortgage company, 
and sometime : others. : ‘ 

Q. Sherw: oi, a good many times made the loan to 
the Corbin Banking company; there were a number 
before this loan was made and a number since? 

A. Yes, sir; unquestionably. 

From this evidence it is apparent. gentlemen, that 
a sum largely in excess of the legal rate of interest 
was held back by the lender or his agent from the 
borrower. ‘ : 

Now, where the agent whois authorized by his 
principal to lend money for the lawful rate of inter- 
est exacts for h'sown benefit more than the lawful 
rate of interest, and does so without the authority 
of the princiyal lender or without his knowledge, 
theloan is not thereby rendered usurious. Where, 
however, theagent is authorize@to loan the money 
for usurious interest, or where the lender—that is, 
the principal—had knowledge that the loan was 
usurious, then the contract is in violation of the 
law, and ing ®tit Ofean instrument like this, the 
plaintiff gan oly recover the lega! rate of interest. 
Phis l af would unquestionably have been usurious 
if made by the principal lender, It is usurious if 
made by his agent with Lig consent, knovl «ige or 
I charge you, furthcr, thati_ be cir- 
cumstincés are such, effh »r from the namberol the 
transactions,*the importance of the amounts involv- 
ed, or te continuous nature of the business carried 
on ti rough the same agency, from one, oF all of 
these masons, it is reasonably inferable 
that the principa! lender knew the 
character of the contracts his agents were making, 
he would be chargabie with knowledge of usurious 
interest and the usurious character of the contract, 
the law presuming that he would not carry on & busi- 
ness of a continuous and important character with- 
out understanding the nature of the contracis made 
by hisagents. To summarize what I have said 
upon this subfect: If these usurious commissions 
were reta2ined by the agents for their own benefit 
without the knowledge, consent or acquiesence of 
the peincival, the principal lender would not be af- 
fected by the usurious nature of the transaction, 
and he would be entitled to recover without deduct- 
ing on account of usury. If on the other hand, 
these contracts were made and these commis- 
missions were withheld with his consent, 
knowledge or acquiescence, he would be 
charzeable with the isurious. character of 
the transaction, and he could not recover any sum 
in excess of the legal rate of interest, which in this 
state is eight percent. And further more, if from 
the nature of the business, its extent, the inport- 
ance of the amounts involved, the continuous char- 
acter of the transactions, it woul i be reasonably in- 
ferable thata man of business of ordinary intelli- 
gence Carrying on such a business, would under- 
stand the nature of the contracts that his agents 
were making, he would be presumed to understand 
the nature of the contracts,,and, therefore, the pre- 
sumption that he is chargeable with the usurious 
interest and with iis consequences, in lessening the 
amonnt of his demands, would obtain; and, in the 
absen:e of proofon his part to rebut such knowl- 
edge, acquiescence or consent, the ge would be 
obliged by their verdict to deduct all sums of the 
plaintiffs demands over and above amount due on 
the face of the note with the legal rate of interest 
ecaleulated thereon.” 

From the evidence contained in that portion of 
the charge of the court, itis plain that there is an 
extensive business carrie] onin the state of Geor- 
gia, to which the plaintiff was party, by which itis 
the unvarying custom to charge inordinate and ex- 
travagant rates of interest. in this case the note 
sued on bore 8 per cent per annum, the highest legal 
interest permissible. The piaintifl’s agents witheld 
20 per cent. Thus 28 per cent is imposed on the ne- 
cessities of the borrower, in addition, 10 per cent at- 
torney’s feesare charged. Itis superiluous to say 
that no business howsoever prosperous can survive 
the exactions of these fearful and unconsciousable 
int rest charges. To correcily appreciate the enorm- 
ous extent of thesé transactions, we have but to 
turn to the docket of this court alone where we find 
that there are pending and have been disposed of 
fifty-cne cases upon contracts of this precise charac- 
ter, involyMmg $211,062.13 and mortgaging sixty-six 
thousand nine hundred and eleven ic ¢s of land. 

The plaintiff in this case, J. K. O. Sherwood, ae- 
cording to the testimony of Mr. Duncan, made ten 
or twelve hans of this character in one county, the 
county where Mrs. Rountree lived. The modus 
operandi by which the loan was negotiated is as 
follows: 

The necessitous learn that the sub-agency has 
money to lend upon farms, Application is inade, 
and the first thing done is to present to the bor- 
rower a printed form with which the sub-agents are 
sup) lied, requiring the applicant to constitute the 
sub-ageuts hisor heragents. The form of agree-

It stipulates: “I hereby constitute you my agent, 
and request and authorize you as such to negotiate 
for me a loan of $2,000 on five years time with inter- 
@st Al > per Ce ni per auhuhi, pas able annually at 
such place 68 you may name. Said loan tobe eyi- 
dencea by my note of the form used by you, and 
said note and loan to lesecured by mortgage on, 
or an absolute deed (consented to by my wife) to my 
farm, consisting of 607‘, acr@s, situated about six 
miles of the town of Perry, in Hovsicn county, 
Georg:a.”’ 

Among other stipulations the agreement contiins 
this: “I furtheragreeto pay you for negotiating 
said loan a commission of $500, to be paid at the 
time of closing the loan, andifl decline to accept 
the loan for any reason, 1] agreeto pay said com- 
mission at once; I also anthorize you to pay off all 
\ property, 
and | hereby certify thatt'@ total amount of in- 
debtedness against the said property does not ex- 
ceed —— doliars.”’ 

“T hereby authorize youto Insure said property 
for——doilars for--—-ye irs in such company as yon 
may select, to pay the premium out of the loan, 
etc,, ee. 

‘The application is also written ona printed blank, 
viz: On South form No.1, Thisis aiso canfil to 
state that the agent is the agent of the applicant 
Mrs. Rountree. This agent, who is designated on 
form No. 1 by the Corbin Banking company as their 
“correspondent,’’ for wards the application. If the 
loan is accepted a draft is sent by the Corbin Bank- 
ing company. The agent withdraws 20 per (eat, 5 

ver cent he retains for himself and the 15 per cent 
1¢ remits to the Corbin Banking company. The 
borrower exccutes a note for the full amount of the 
loan, but one-fifth ofthe amount in this case was 
never paid. Now; it will be observed from 
the agreement quoted above that 
Mrs, Kountree promises to pay the 
sub-agent, who in this case was one John W. R jb- 
inson, the predecessor of Duncan & Miller, $5uu for 
his services in negotiating the loan. Nothing was 
said in the agreement to notify her that 15 per cent. 
or $375 would go to the Corbin Banking company, 
and yet this was true and Duncan and Miller testify 
that it is invariably true. To use Miller's language, 
“The Corbin Banking company gets 15 yer ecent., 
we get 5 percent; and at a commission of 15 per 
cent., which is the rate now, the Corbiir B ukin 
company gets 10 per cent. and we get 5 per cent. 
This witness is asked the question, “‘The Corbin 
Banking company represents Sherwood in making 
a good many loans in Houston county?” He an- 
swered, “I don't know what the connection is be- 
tween the Corbin Banking company and Sherwood, 
but oeci sionally Sherw Ois Kaine appears as the 
lender and sometines tue AmMican Freehold Mogrt- 
Baye company and sometimes others.”

It is true that there must bean intention know- 
ingly to contract for or to take usurious interest, for 
if neither party intend it, but act bono fide and in- 
nocently, the law will not infer a corrupt agree- 
ment. Where, indeed, the contract upon its very 
face, imports usury, “res ipse loquitur,’’ the thing 
speaks for itself. This distinction was laid down as 
early as the case of Button vs. Downham, Cro. El iz. 
62; Beddingfield vs. Ashley, Cro. bl iz. 741; Rob- 
The same doctiine 
has been acted upon in modern times, as in Murray 
vs. Harding, 2 w. bl. 859, where Gould, justice, said 
that the ground and joundation of ali usurious con- 
tracts is the corrupt agreement. Floyer ys. Edwards, 
Comp. 112; Hammett vs. Yea, 1 Bos. and Pull. 144; 
Doe vs. Gooch, 3 Barn. and Ald. 644; and Solatre vs. 
Melyille, 7B. and Cres. 431. Vide opinion of Mr. 
Justice Story, in Bank of United States vs. Wagge- 
ner and others, 9 Peters, 399. 

Now the agreement by which Mrs. Rountree 
promised to pay twenty percent, in addition to the 
plaintiff's case, it is an e:sential sah of the 
eight per cent per annum interest, is part of the 
contract, and was put in evidence by 
the plaintiff. Unquestionably i is the 
rankest usury. It is not disputed that one who ne- 
gotiates a loan may be aNowed reasonable compen- 
sition for his expenses and trouble, in addition to 
interest. But where thereisno expense and no 
trouble, there cannot properly be charged any such 
remuneration. Tyler on Usury, 355. But nd decis- 
ion can be found where a court of justice has sus- 
tained a charge of twenty per cent, where any such 
charge was traceable to the money-lender, But 
here is twenty per cent in addition to eight per cent 
perannum. Indeed, Lord Tenterden. in Meago vs. 
Simmons, 1 Moody & Halikins report, 125, held that 
where the lender stipulates with the borrower that 
the latter shall pay a commission ~to the lender’s 
agent, it is usur.ous, although the lender himself re- 
tains nothing but the legal di. count. Tuis, Mr. Ty- 
ler says, isa we!!l cohsidered case. The truth is, 
the enormous commissions charged are merely in- 
tended as a mask thrown over the transaction. The 
statute of Georgia, quo‘e 1 above, is intended to de- 
teat schemes of this character, and a fraud upon a 
Statute, isa violatioh ofthe statute. Bank of the 
United States ys. Owens, 2 Peters, 527. 

The services rendered in the negotiations of this 
loan had they been rendered the defendant, when 
in fact they were not, would not have been. worth 
at the most more than a tenth of thesum charged. 
Nor is this, under the circumstances, a question for 
the jury. Itis usurious on its face, and in the 
absence of explanatory proof, it was the duty of the 
court to say so. Steele vs. Whipple, 21 Wendell’s Re- 
ports, 103. This is especially true, as a matter of 
practice, in a court of the United States, 

The plaintiff relies with reat apparent 
confidence upon the case of Call vs. Palmer, 
116 United States, 98. There Burnham had $10,000 
belonging to a relation, Mrs. Davidson. Call 
applied in writing foraloin and Burnham. think- 
ing Call’s proposition a favorable one, decided to 
accept it for Mrs. Davidson and afterwards sent the 
money to Emmettsburgh, to a firm of bankers, of 
which he wasa member, for Call. The bankcr), 
Burnham, Ormsby & Co., took Call’s note for ¢1v,- 
000 with ten per cent interest,which Cail secured by 
mortgage. They paid him only $3,000, retaining 
$2,000 as compensation for their services in negotiat- 
ingthe loan. No partof this sum was paid to Mrs. 
Davidson; she did not know that it had been de 
ducted, and she never authorized Burnham or 
Burnham, Ormsby & Co., to loan her money at a 
greater rate of interest than ten per cent or to re- 
tain any commission or bonus out of the sui lent. 
In short, she received no benefit nor had any knowl 
edge of the usurious charge—this appeared from the 
roof and it was manifestiy to be held, and was 
1eld, not usurious as to her or her assignees. In 
rendering the decision, Mr. Justice Woods uses lan- 
puage which is quite significative of the rights of 

e parties here had this not been true. 

It will be observed that in the case of Call vs. 
Palmer there was buta single transaction, Here 
there isa continuous and settled business, Sith an 
elaborate system, with printed forms, ca-sified 
with reference to the different sections of the coun- 
try, correspondents and sub-correspondents and 
printed instructions to correspondents, with always 
a minimum charge of tifteen per cent above the rate 
of interest allowed by the laws of the land 
Under such circumstances onc who lends 
money by this system will be chargea- 
ble with knowledge of all the facts 
which he could have ascertained by 
inquiry I. appears frm the . evidence that 
Sherwood mace many loans within the confines of 
one county, and certainly it isa  ,resumable fact 
that he knew the terms upon which, under these 
circumstances, his money was lo@ned. Tiiis has 
been expressly held by the supreme court of Con- 
necticut, a tribunal whose jur gmenuts are entitled 
to h'gh consideration, in the case of Rogers vs Buck- 
inghum, 88 Conn., 31. The doctrine is there an- 
nounced in these words: ‘“‘Authority to make an 
usurious loan will not be presumed where the agen- 
ey is special and limited toa single transaction. Ut 
may be presumed where the agency is gen 
eral and embraces the business of mak- 
ing, managing and collecting the ‘oins of a 
moneyed man.’ A fortiori will it be prs imed 
whe e it constitutes a great and comprehensive busi- 
ness, covering entire stites aud especially where the 
courts have rendered ‘decisions making public and 
evident the nature of the business carr.ed on by the 


Corbin Banking company, through which alltte | 


loans are placed, Vide New England Mortgage Se- 
curity vs. Addison, 15 Neb. 336. The action of this 
loan agency in withholding 20 and 16 per cent com- 
missions is a matter of publie notoriety. It will be 
presumed that he had anthority to do as he did. It 
will be inferred from the genelal manner in which 
he has been allowed Lo proceed for a period suf- 
ficiently long to establish a settled course of busi- 
ness. Hartin Webb, 110 United States, 14; Mer- 
chants’ Bank vs. State Bank, 10 Wallace, 604. If it 
were not true, however, that th: pa‘ntiff was en- 
gdged in the business of a usuer, certainly the cir- 
cumstances were such as would puta man of ordi- 
nary business intelligence lending hismoney by this 
system on inguiry...I et us suppose that the first 
loan was legitimate so tar as Sherwood the plaintiff, 
was concerned. The Corban Banking Company con- 
tinues to take his money to lend in a remote state. 
Presumably he expects the return of his principal, 
with 8 per cent interest. He lends to many persons 
through the same agency. Ought he not to inquire 
the terms of the contracis upon which his money is 
loaned? A man of ordinary business intelligence is 
presumed to know the character of the contracts 
made with his money where he carries on the bnsi- 
ness of a money lender. He should have inquired 
what was the compensation of the Cor- 
bin Banking omnpany. Leaning money 
as a busines, he should have known 
the amount of the commissions that his 
agents charged. He cannot shut hiseyes and ears 
to the nature of these transactions and thus em- 
wer others to Carry op @ siupendous business, in 
violation of law, witn his money without sharing 
the responsibility for their conduct. This being 
true, he is chargeable w-th notice of all that he 
would have found outon inquiry; and, certainly, 
there would be no want of witnesses to sat sfy him 
that the agents were violating the law. In Call ve, 
Palmer, it was clear thatthe principe] lender knew 
nothing about the usury. Andsoin Keardman vs. 
Taylor, 6 Georgia, . In the last case Chief 
Justice Jackson used this language, 
“The ment of the money to Plant and son 
to negotiate the loan, which money Taylor 
never got and of which he knew nothing, cannot 
convict him of usury or taint the loan he made with 
the leprosy of usurious interest.” In the presence 
of the presumption which arises from the settled 
character of this business and the facts which should 
wut the plaintiff on inquiry, having shown the usur 
tne defendant may rest his case; and the plaintitf 
then called upon to show that he d'd not know or 
guthorize or consent to these usurious charges, 
otherwise the defendant is entitled to a dedue- 
tion therefor.

gain to enter into contracts to pay these exorbitant 
and extravazant rates of interest for the use of 
money, Notonly doeshe find that the product of 
his farm is insuffic‘ent to pay the principal, but he 
cannot support his family and pay the interest con- 
pons as they fall due. It is then o>tional with the 
creditor to foreclose his mo or sue bis notes 
for the entireamount. The }j ent of foreclosure 
is obtained, the sheriff or the marshal brings the 
land of the debtor to the block, and a family with 
all its roductive capacit to the state, 
and all of its contentment and happiness within 
its own’ Circle is destroyed and scattered. The 
money lender is compelled to purchase the farm, 
which he obtains fora moiety of its yalue. Unae- 
juainted with the conditions of ovr climate. the 
character of our soiland the methods of our agri- 
culture, he is unable to cuHivate his acquisition in 
& manner profitable to himself or beneficial to the 
State. In-every possible view, therefore, the system 
is absolutely ruinous, and well has the 
ex pericnece of those who have observed 
the effect of this business justified the declaration of 
Mr, Justice Jolmson, in DeWolfe vs. Johuson, 10 
Wheaton, 385, where he declarcs that ‘“‘usury is a 
moral taint wherever it exists.” He continues: “No 
subterfuge shall be permitted to conceal it from the 
eye ofthe law.” “This is the substance of all the 
cases, and they only vary as they follow the de- 
a through which they had to pursue the money- 
Leruder,”’ 

Nor is this experience confined to our own state or 
our own times. In an imyoriant casein the court 
of errors of the state of New York, involving the 
question ofusury, the illustrious Chancellor Kent 
has gi:e 1 to us certain facts of history with relation 
to usury laws in general. “If we look back upon 
history,’ said he, ‘“‘we shall find that there ts 
searcely any people, ancient or modern, that have 
not 1ad usury laws. The Romans, 
through the greatest part of their his- 
tory had the deepest abhorrence of usury. It will 
be deemed a little singular that the same voice 
against usury should have been raised in the laws of 
China, in the Hindoo institutes of Henn, in the Ko- 
ran of Mahomet, and perhaps, we may say, in the 
laws of all nations that we know of, whether Greek 
or Barbarian,.”’ In England usury was au object of 
legal animadversion at least 
as early AS the time’ of Alfred, 
The statute of 37 Henry VITT, capt. 9, not only made 
usury illegal and declared that the usuer should 
forfeit for every offense the total value of 
the money or thing foreborne, but that he should 
suffer imprisonment, and that one moiety ofthe 
forfeiture should go tothe king and the other to the 
prosecutor; and while the British people 
at this time have free trade in money, as 
in everything else, the American states have 
almost without exception adopted iaws prohibiting 
anunreasonable rate of interest. Here, at least, 
tie utterances of Lord Redesdale are applicable, 
when he s .id: ‘The statute of usury is interposing 
its warning voice between the creditor and the 
debtor even in their most secret and dangerous ne- 
gotiations, and teaches a lesson of moderation to 
the one and offers 1ts protecting arm to the other.”’ 

In this case the plaintiff must.be content, so far as 
the action of this court is concerned, with his prin- 
cipal and 8 per cent interest. The verdict by 
which he has been deprived of the 20 per cent so- 
called commissions included in the face of the note 
but never reeeived by him, is sustained and the 
motion for a new trial is over-ruled.,

THE MOUNTAIN SLOUGHING OFF.

A Queer Discovery Made Concerning Toceoa 
Mountain. 

ATHENS, Ga., August 19.—{Special.]—The 
recent rains have caused the mountains to 
split to pieces, and give their ponderous sides 
to the siitie below. ‘Toccoa mountain is the 
worst of all. There are eleven slides on one 
side of the mountain. It first commenced dur- 
ing the wet weather to block off in small 
lumps, then asthe mountain became soaked 
with water the flakes of dirt grew larger, until 
it would start at the top of the mountain and 
come roaring down into the valleys below, 
covering up whole fields ofcorn. Large trees 
were brought down with the slide, and in 
some cases left standing hundreds of yards 
from where it grew on the sides of the moun- 
tain. Some of the slides were at least fifty 
feet thick, and as iq came rushing dewn, carry- 
ing everything in ifs wake, it was the grandest 
sight ever seen. There was no damage done 
except to a few fields of corn that were at the 
base of the mountain. These are covered 
completely up and will never be resurrected.

Under this heading the Gainesville Eagle 
discusses the Felton wine room Dill, The 
Eagle goes on to say that instead of letting

Winder, commanding priscn camps; Robert Ould, 
chief of the bureau of exchanze; Richard Morton, 
chief of the nitre and mining bureau; and A. H. 
Carrington, acting provost-marshal general, are, I 
believe, ajl dead. Quartermaster. General Alexan- 
der R. Lawton, now verging Upon seventy, repre- 
sents the United States at the Austrian court. 

Rufts R. Rhcdes—Commissioner of patents—is 
thought to be no longer among the living. 

Turning to the navy department we find upon the 
death-roll the names of Secreta’y Siephen R. Mallo- 
ry, of Commo lore F. Forre:t—chiet of the bureau of 
o-ders—of Admizals Franklin Buchananand Ra- 
p2acl Semmes—of Commodores Tattnall, Maury, 
Whittle, Hollins, Ingraham, and of many other 
prominent cflicers. 

Postmaster General John H. Reagan lives, and is 
a member of the national legislature. 

Of the commissioners who represented the con- 
feceracy abroad, James M. Mason and William L. 
Yancey—accredited to Great Britain,—John Slidell— 
accredited to France,—P. A. Rost—accredited to 
Sprin,—John T. Pickett—accredited to Mexico,— 
Bishop Lynch—accredited to the States of the 
Church,—and John Forsyth, Martin J. Crawford, A. 
B. Roman, and Charlies J. Faulkner—accredited to 
the United States,—are dead. The octogenarian, 
A. Dudley Mann~—accredited to Belgium—resides 
in France, The honorable Lucius Q C. Lamar— 
accredited to Russia—is a member of President 
Cleveland’s cabinet, and General William Preston— 
accredited to Mexico—rejoices in his broad acres in 
the blue-grass region of Kentucky. 

Among the consular, confidential, and foreign 
agents of the confederacy, we note the demise of C. 
C. Clay, Jacob Thompson, James P. Holcomle, 
Charles J. Helm, Colin J. McRae, George N. Sanders, 
J.L. O'Sullivan, and of others holding .less im- 
portant positions, 

Of those who bore rank as full generals in the ar- 
mies of the confederacy only two survive: Generals 
Joseph E, Johnston and G. T. Beauregard. General 
Albert 8. Johnston fellin the memorable battle of 
Shiloh, and Generals Robert E. Lee and Braxton 
Bragg died since the cessation of hostilities, 

There were two generals with temporary rank— 
E. Kirby Smith and John B: Hood, The former 
lives, andthe latter in dying, commended his or- 
phans to the care of the soldiers of the confederacy. 

Twenty-one officers were complimented with the 
grade of licutenant general. Theonly survivors 


' are Generals James Longstreet. E. Kirby Smith, D. 


H. Hill, Stephen D. Lee, Wade Hampton, Jubal A. 
Early, Alexander P. Stewart, Joseph Wheeler,Simon 
B. Buckner and John B. Gordon, 

Ofthe one hundred who were commissioned as 
major generals in confederate service, ifmy infor- 
mation be correct, only forty-five are now numbered 
among the living. 

Of four hundred and eighty who rose to the grade 
of brigadier general, an inquiry—by no means par- 
tial—inclines metothe belief that there are not 
two hundred in life. 

With the exeeption of Thomas H. Watts, of Ala- 
bama, Joseph E. Brown, of Georgia, Zebulon B. 
Vanee, of North Carolina, M. L. Bonham and A, G. 
Magrath, of South Carolina, Isham G. Harris, of 
Tennessee, and yerhaps Richard Hawes, of Ken- 
tucky, allthe war-governors of confederate states 
are dead. 

We have not sufficient data tospeak with certainty 
in regard to the seNators and representatives in con- 
federate congress, but we do not know that the mor- 
tality among them has been commensurate with 
that which has occurred in other departments, Of 
those who tarry with us, not a few have almost 
reached the !a:t span in the bridge of life, and must 
soon fa]l into the dark stream which bears away the 
generations of men. 

The constitution of the confederate states was 
signed by forty-nine delegates. All who affixed 
their signatures to that memorable document are 
dead except C. G. Memminger, W. Porchcr Miles and 
William W. Boyce of South Carolira, Augustus R. 
Wright of Georgia, David P. Lewis and 
Jabez L. M. Curry of Alabama, W. 
P. Harris, Axexander M. Clayton, and 
J. A. P. Campbell, of Mississippi, Alexander de 
Clouet, of Louisiana, and Thomas N, Waul and John 
H. Reagan, of Texas, 

And who can furnish even a partial roster of the 
field, cympany and non-commissioned officers, pri- 
yates, subordinates in various departments, and ser- 
vants of the confederacy, who have died since the 
finil surrender? Surely none, save the recording 
angel, is competent for such a task. Wounds, 
bruises, poverty, desolation, exposures, want and 
disappointment bave exerted a potent influence in 
shortening the lives of many who escaped death 
upon the march, on the field of battle, or in prison 
camp and hospital. In the natural order of affairs 
the multitude of those who have thus gone to their 
graves must be great. Sad asthe fact is, we may rest 
assured that with the close of this century there 
will remain comparatively few, competent, from 
personal experience, to narrate any of the incidents 
connected with the confederate struggle for inde- 
penacence. 

This being so, the obligation is laid upon all, who 
can, to perpetuate in enduring form the true philo- 
sophy of events, the genuine circumstance of the 
action, the inspirations, the exalted aspirations, 
the patriotie impulses, the heoriec endeavors, the il- 
lustrions achievements, and the grand memories 


| which impart to the defensive war maintained by 


confederates an importance, an interest. a dignity, 
an elevation, and a sanctity beyond compare in the 
history of kindred revolutions.

The senator says that whoever is afraid of 
t question, is more tenderfooted 
than he is; if he means to say that whoever is 
opeeeete the bill is tenderfooted, I thank 
Iam tenderfooted. Suppose we consider 
the betterments for a moment. What are the 
conditions of the bond of contract of sale? 
There are but two conditions in it—that the 
lessees shall pay the rental promptly and re- 
turn the property in as good a condition as it is 
received. 
A LIBERAL FULFILLMENT OF THE BOND 
is impracticable. Property changes, loses its 
identity. The sentrast ae bond will have to 
be construed, and who will construe it? Both 
parties will be entitled to have avoice in 
the construction. Suppose the construction 
oes in the courthouse—what will prevent it 
rom going there? Had we not better provide 
for men skilled in these matters to construe it 
and prevent twelve untrained furors from 
passing upon it? Suppose itis decided that 
the lessees are to return $600,000 of property— 
who is to decide what kind of property is to be 
returned? And who decides what $600,000 
worth of property is to be sold? We will not 
find any capitalist who will take $600,000 of 
something he knows nothing about, and can 
not know until he pays his money. 

The senator lays great stress upon the report 
of the commission appointed to investigate 
the property.

A letter has been written defining the posi- 
tion of the lessees on the subject of better- 
ments, and it seems strange that this letter 
should be given to the public and everybody’s 
attention called to it except the general assem- 
bly. It has never been officially received by 


disposing of the property. I 
think we ought to consider the letter. 
Is there any declaration in the letter in 
which it is stated that a demand for better- 
ments will be made?

Can we afford to place on sale this 
road, when this man has publicly stated that 
he has aright to wreck and destroy this pro- 
perty, and that claim has never been answered 
er denied? Isit an idle threat? What pro- 
tection have we against that action? The 
bond! The securities on that bond have been 
held to be worthless. Did the principal sign 
that bond? Notso! The bond was signed as 
principal only by Joseph E. Brown, president 
pro. tem. of the Western and Atlantic. We 
cannot bind Mr. Brown personally. 
Is THE COMPANY WORTH ANYTHING ? 

I suspect not, for the road they operate al- 
ready belongs to the state. They cannot be 
sued after the lease act expires—the company 
will not be in existence; suppose they are 
sued now, none of them are personally Nable. 
Let us settle the matter before we try to sell. 
With this threat over the property, coming 
from the source it does, unanswered and not 
undenied, it would be bad policy indeed to 
put the road on the market now, especially 
when it is said that the property was depre- 
ciated. I know of but one company that could 
afford to buy it under this bill. 

It is not the duty nor is it expedient for the 
legislature to pass the actof salenow. It is 
bad policy to placeon market now the pro- 


perty without knowing the value, to say we 
will take so much fof it, when for aught 
we know it may be worth many millions 
more, We are not forced to. sell, 
and why should we rush into a measure of 
sale. There is not asenator on the floor who 
can approximate its value. 

If I have a property, 

LEASED OUT AT @ FAIR RENTAL, 
paying well, I would not entertain a proposi- 
tion three or four years before the lease ex- 
pired to sell that pmerney unless I was forced 
to do so. It would excite my suspicions for an 
offer to be made. It would appear to me that 
it would be worth a great deal more three or 
four years after. It is not business in ordina- 
ry matters, and why is it business in relation 
to this property? If I had money to invest 
and some one should say here is my property, 
leased out paying well, but if you will give me 
so much money you can have it when the 
lease expires, I would be wary of such 
a purchase? And so would all business men. 
Under this bill 1 can think of one company 
that would not be wary. When the legislature 
leased the road, it intended that for twenty 
years the State road question should be settled, 
at least as long as the contract was performed. 
It is not said that the contract has been violat- 
ed; it is not held that the twenty years have 
expired , it is not denied that other legislatures 
will meet before the lease expires. The rea- 
sons have not been urged why this road should 
be sold now.

Suppose they have no speculative designs, 
‘suppose they keep it, whata glorious scheme 
to buy it, and in buying it, destroy all compe- 
tition! Is it not worthy of consideration 
These speculations may be worthless. They 
are given for what they are worth. I have not 
attempted to do anything but to give some rea~- 
sons that will cause senators to consider this 
matter and to defeat this bill. To 
do something that will cause the proper meth- 
ods to be taken to find the true value of this 
magnificent property.

If we could be 
convinced of this, it might change matters, 
but now that assertion is merely speculative, 
and no more importance given it than to ordi- 
nary speculation. He might as well have 
placed it at $200,000 per month. I doubt in 
the face of the powerful combinations that 
you could get more than what is now paid for 
the road. It 1s in the power of these corpora- 
tions to reduce its value. 

It has been said that there is no constitutional

AGAINST THE STATE OWNING THE ROAD. 

I don’t think that any such statement has been 
made, but I do believe that it has been argued 
with great power that the true policy of the 
state is not to own and operate railroads. What 
is the effect of the state owning the road. 
Whenever any line that proposes to be built in 
the same section comes up, the argument is 
made that you are trying to injure the state’s 
property. Are not the other counties that have 
no railroad the right to have them if they can 
build them. Isit right that the state should 
discriminate against her citizens in favor of it- 
self. Wedo not deny the right of the state to 
own the road, but we do oppose the policy. 

It has been said by the senator of the thirty- 
sixth that he loves the State road. Iam sure 
this love is purely platonic. It is a great pity 
that the road is a sonlless corporation and can- 
not return this undivided affection. Here the

COV, GORDON AND PARDON MATTERS. 


An Objection Made to the Incorporation of 
the Hawkinsville and Dublin Railroad 
~—Other Matters of Interest.

Governor Gordon was busy yesterday with 
applications for pardon. Several new petitions 
were filed, and an examination of several cases 
made. He will doubtless issue several orders 
in afew days. Thestate house departments 
were generally quiet. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 


GovERNorR Gorpon hada very busy time 
yesterday. During the morning he received 


a visit from a member of the general assembly 
| from Floyd county who related.a strange tale 
| of circumstances in regard to a convict now 

confined in the penitentiary. Some seven Or 
| eight years ago, there was sent from. Floyd 
| county for a long term of years in the peniten- 
tiary, a man convicted with assault with in- 
tent to rape. Within the past few months 
it has transpired that the convict who has been 
serving all these years at hard labor is inno- 
cent of the charge upon which he was convict- 
ed, his innocence being established by the con- 
fessions of another man. The governor 15s 
powerless to give the man redress, and even 
cannot release him until an investigation can 
be had. This will take some time, and yet 
this poor unfortunate will have to stay in and 
suffer yet. The case is mentioned for the pur- 


pose of showing the situation the governor is 
in in regard to these pardon cases, There are 
many no doubt in the penitentiary whose ap 
plications deserve immediate attention, but to 
find out whose cases are the most urgent re- 
quires an examination of many papers. Gov- 
ernor Gordon works long and hard, day and 
night, frequently on Sunday on these matters. 
No man tries harder to do all he 
can than Governor Gordon, but the case is be- 
yond his or anybody’s physical strength. He 
must have help, or else those who are confined 
unjustly must suffer on in patience until he 
can reach their cases. He is doing everything 
in his power to dispose of the applications as 
fast as he is able. 

THE BONDURANT MATTER in which the con- 
vict camp on the Augusta and Chattanooga 
railroad figures largely is still before the gov- 
ernor. The principal keeper and physician 
who were requested to furnish opinions in the 
case filed reports day before yesterday, but af- 
terwards withdrew them for the purpose of 
making further additions. It is likely that 
several days will elapse before any conclusion 
is reached in the matter. Nothing is known 
concerning the disposition of the case, as not 
the least intimation has been given any one as 
to whether or not the order will be modified. 

THE HAWKINSVILLE AND DUBLIN railroad 
company has an application for charter under 
the general railroad law. The road proposes 
torun from Hawkinsville, in Pulaski county, 
through Pulaski, Laurens and Dodge to Dub- 
lin, Georgia. The capital stock has been 
placed at $200,000, divided into eight thousand 
shares, at $25 per share. The principal oflice 
is to be located at Hawkinsville, and the corpo- 
rators named are J. E. Stetson, R. V. Bowen, 
R. G. Lewis, R. J. Taylor, D.C, Joiner, J. E. 
Laidier, of Hawkinsville, and W. B. Thomas, 
of Tennille. The proofs of publication were 
attached tothe application for charter, and 
everything was in the form prescribed by law. 
The governor was notified that a caveat would 
be filed in opposition to the charter, and the 
matter was suspended until the objection could 
be heard from. Hisname could not be obtained. 

THE COUNTRY NEWSPAPERS in and about 
Milton, Georgia, have recently published that 
Jake Pettyjohn, who was condemned to be 
hanged in 1861, and who broke jail and escap- 
ed, had been arrested in Indian territory, and 
would be brought back to Georgia to satisfy 
the sentence of the law at the county seat of 
Forsyth. In order that Pettyjohn could be 
legally arrested, Governor Gordon would have 
to make requisition for his arrest and 
extradition, and inquiry at the execu- 
tive office yesterday developed the 
fact that nothing was known of the case. Petty- 
john was an accomplice in the murder of 
Clayborne Vaughn in Forsyth county, in 1858. 
The murder was one of the most diabolical 
ever committed in Georgia, and one of the 
murderers paid the penalty of the crime by 
death ; the two others escaping, one being re- 
captured after some years and also hung. Petty- 
john is the only one who has not suffered as 
yet. 

COMPTROLLER GENERAL WRIGHT received 
on yesterday the tax digest of Floyd county 
for 1887. The returns amount to $7,188,958, an 
increase over those of 1886 of $669,320. The 
lands in Floyd have increased in value from 
$1,929,716 in 1886 to $2,088,102 in 1887. City 
and town property has gone up from $2,067,819 
to $2,273,783; increase $206,954. This showing 


made by Floyd is one of the best that has been 
made, everything being considered. There 
remains four vounties to be heard from—Ap- 
pling, Butts, Monroe and Pulaski. The aggre- 
gate increase up to date is $11,750,000, and it 
will, when everything is in, reach $12,000,000 
easily. 

ADJUTANT-GENERAL KELL, received from 
the secretary of the constitutional centennial 
committee in Philadelphia a letter yesterday, 
in which the adjutant was informed that the 
governor and his staff would have to provide 
their own horses for the parade in September. 
The secretary kindly enclosed the adjutant an 
address at which animals could doubtless be 
procured, and the adjutant will at once corres- 
pond with the party and engage a suitable 
number of horses for the use of the governor 
and the numerous colonels who will accompa- 
ny him on that trip. 

COMMISSIONER HENDERSON said yesterday, 
that the farmers’ convention had, on the 
whole, been a far greater succéss than was at 
first Anticipated; that the gloomy outlook at 


first had been succeeded by a most harmoni- 
ous result. He had heard nothing but the 
most flattering comments upon the convention 
and its work, he felt satistied that the work 
accomplished by it would result in great good 
to the agricultural class. It was one of the 
most intelligent conventions that ever assem- 
bled in the south, andthe members had great- 
ly enjoyed the meeting with each other.
